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The Lure of Stamp 
Collecting 


S a far cry from the 
entertaining concert 
which has just been 
completed, to what 
some folks may think 
is a dry talk on 
Stamps, but actually 
I want to tell you that this evening 
I’m going to say somthing that can 
be very, very interesting to the 
great majority of my unseen au- 
dience. It is going to be interest- 
ing because there’s money in it 
for you and you don’t have to en- 
ter a contest or do any heavy 
thinking or do any work except 
some careful searching and then 
write a letter. 

Here’s how: 

Have you any old letters around 
the house, in the attic or down in 
the basement, or in a box tucked 
back in some dark closet shelf? 
Any love letters of your own, or 
of your parents, of long ago? Any 
old documents? Any old photo- 
graphs of Civil War time? 

If you have, and they contain 
old postage or revenue stamps, you 
may have money in your posses- 
sion of which you had never given 
previous thought. 

As I explained in the last talk, 
old stamps which are comparative- 
ly scarce, are much sought after 
by postage stamp collectors. One 
never knows, in the old stamps he 
or she may have on ancient let- 
ters, how valuable they are. 

_ The age of a stamp doesn’t make 
its value. There is a 3 cent stamp 
put out during the Civil War which 
you can buy for one cent each be- 
cause millions of them were used 
and thousands have been recovered 
from old mail; there is a 10-cent 
stamp issued as late as 1920 which

would cost you $150.00 if you want- 
ed it. So you see age isn’t the 
only guage in determining value. 

I mention this so you will not 
be deceived into thinking, when 
you look for them, that every post- 
age stamp, which is of a different 
appearance from that of those we 
see on our mail today, is of great 
value. 

Actually it is the kind of thing 
which only an expert could tell. 
To illustrate this point I can cite 
a certain issue. 

Early in our days of postage 
stamps we were using a set that 
had been with us for some time. 
In those days they were printed 
by private companies, not as now 
by the Government’s Engraving 
and Printing plant as Washington. 
For one month only, during August 
of that year, the printing of the 
entire issue from the 1 cent up, 
was turned over to another com- 
pany. In order to distinguish be- 
tween the two sets of printings, 
the Post Office Department in- 
structed the new company to put 
an infinitesimal key-mark on each 
stamp, so small only a magnifying 
glass would detect it. The stamps 
printed in August are very much 
more scarce than the balance of 


the issue. For instance the 12 
cent of August sells today for 
$3500.00, while the same stamp 
from the balance of that run sells 
for $15.00. That illustrates why 
one who makes no study of stamps 
cannot tell which are the valuable 
ones. 

I think you would be interested 
in hearing of some valuable finds 
in these envelopes with old stamps 
on them. 

The most recent striking find 
in a stamp of value was that of 
Miss Natalia Sumner Lincoln of 
Washington, D. C. Miss Lincoln 
is a writer of detective fiction, in- 
cidentally Browsing through some 
old papers that had belonged to 
her father, she found a perfect 
copy of the 10-cent James M. 
Buchanan, Baltimore, Md., provi- 
sional of 1845, bluish paper on an 
envelope, also in excellent condi- 
tion. The letter had been addres- 
sed to Miss Lincoln’s grandfather, 
Nathan Smith Lincoln, by his 
uncle who in the letter told his 
nephew he was sorry he could not 
attend the young man’s gradua- 
tion exercises at Dartmouth Col- 
lege. These Buchanan provision- 
als are very scarce. Miss Lincoln 
sold that envelope and stamp for 
exactly $10,000.00, it now being 
in the collection of Mr. A. H. Cas- 
pary. The incident occurred in 
March of this year, only a short 
time ago. 

Now, after you have digested 
that one, may I tell you the story 
of Mr. E. D. Hemingway of Phila- 
delphia, who, since 1905, has been 
selling envelopes and stamps from 
a lot he bought for $26.00. A firm 
of bankers was moving its offices. 
After taking away their old books 
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and papers they left behind a vast 
quantity of letters which they told 
the janitor of the building to throw 
in the waste. He sold the waste- 
paper to this man Hemingway. 
The latter, realizing, after he had 
examined the pile, that he might 
have something worthwhile, sold 
the contents of the letters from 
famous persons from 1812, down 
to date in these files to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and the 
envelopes with stamps on them 
to stamp collectors. Mr. Chas. J. 
Phillips says he was told that Mr. 
Hemingway recently sold the last 
of the big accumulation and the 
total received was $70,000.00 on an 
original investment of $26.00. It 
is almost unbelievable. 

Here is another true tale: 

A block of 27 Pan American, 
1901 stamps, printed in two colors 
as some of you old listeners may 
recali, but a few sheets of which 
had been printed with the center 
color upside down in error, was 
offered at the rate of $3.00 each 
to Stanley Gibbons, Ltd., in New 
York, stamp dealers. The pro- 
prietor, fearful that there would 
be plenty more of the same error 
offered, refused them. Today that 
stamp sells for $250.00 and there 
are few offered. 

How’s this one: 

Major Cleveland H. Bandholtz 
was once passing through an old 
office building in Boston, and no- 
ticed a partition was being torn 
out of one of the offices. Some 
dust-covered boxes had been moved 
and two old envelopes containing 
the 10-cent 1847 stamp had fallen 
on the floor, which envelopes he 
saw. It suggested a find and he 
asked permission to go thru the 
boxes. The result of his search 
yielded almost 600 copies of this 
10-cent 1847 alone, not to mention 
numerous’ envelopes’ containing 
more recent but not more valuable 
stamps. This 10-cent 1847 stamp 
sells today for $35.00, so this find 
if turned into cash now would 
have yielded $21,000.00 approxi- 
mately. 

About 15 years ago stamp deal- 
ers in New York were being of- 
fered from a man in New Orleans, 
lots containing 100 copies of the

rather common 3-cent 1851 U. S. 
stamp, all torn from anvelopes. 
It excited the interest of Mr. E. B. 
Power, at present a retired stamp 
dealer, but active then. If so many 
were coming from one man, there 
must have been a_ recently-ac- 
quired source of supply discovered 
down South. He hopped a train 
for New Orleans, found his man, 
and made a deal. Doing this stop- 
ped the destruction of much val- 
ue in that those remaining would 
not thereafter be torn from their 
envelopes but would remain intact 
as “entire covers”, as it is ex- 
pressed philatelically. This lot 
was contained in eleven large 
packing cases. There were many 
common stamps among them but 
included in this lot was the first 
copy of the famous Confederate 
Tuscumbia, Ala., so seldom of- 
fered no price appears in the cat- 
alor. lf it should be offered it 
would doubtless bring $15,000.00, 
also a quarter of the 12-cent stamp 
of 1851, which did postal duty for 
3 cents, something quaint and un- 
usual, and permissible in those 
days, and quoted at $1,250.00. 


Here’s another one: 

My friend, Mr. W. W. McLaren, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, this summer 
told me an interesting story. He 
is a stamp collector looking for 
“covers”, that is envelopes with 
old stamps on them. In fact he 
makes it his business, buying cov- 
ers from old folks or businesses 
with large accumulations of old 
mail. In motoring thru the west- 
ern part of Ohio he passed thru 
a town, in the business district of 
which was situated a wonderful 
example of an old-fashioned home, 
built, to judge from its appear- 
ance, perhaps 100 years ago. He 
inquired in the town as to the name 
of the occupant and was told that 
the owner and resident was a 
maiden lady in her 70’s who lived 
the life of a recluse and would 
probably throw him out when he 
made known his mission. Nothing 
daunted, he knocked at the co- 
lonial-fronted house. True enough, 
a delightful specimen of the type 
of lady of years ago, immaculately 
but tastefully dressed in _ black, 
greeted him. He had the good 
judgment to mention the towns- 
man’s name to whom he had spok- 
en. She knew the townsman and 
this was the open sesame for my 
friend. He asked her if she had 
any old letters tucked away in 
trunks in the attic. After telling 
him that hardly a Sunday after- 
noon of a clear day went by but 
that someone stopped at her home 
asking the same question, but be- 
cause he had so adroitly mentioned 
this townsman’s name implying 


friendship with him, she consented 
to let him look at some old letters 
she had, altho she had refused 
scores of other applicants. My 
friend told me that the finds he 
got in the 75 or so letters were so

to her and increase his original 
payment of $30.00 to $50.00. He 
got one envelope that he sold for 
$40.00 and several for $15.00. His 
total receipts for the lot was about 
$220.00 and they would have been 
more but for frayed edges on some 
of the envelopes, due to the care- 
less opening of them. 

Do you get the point from these 
examples of finds? Often unsus- 
pecting we are keeping in out-of- 
the-way spots up in the attic or 
down in the basement, or in a cor- 
ner of a closet, things in old covers 
that may be worth much to us. 
While the purpose of these talks 
on the air is to interest in the 
hobby those not following stamp 
collecting, and I do not often buy 
lots that turn up such as I de- 
scribe, I shall be glad to advise 
any of you if you have old enve- 
lopes with stamps on them. Write 
me in care of this station telling 
me what you have and I'll advise 
you how you can turn them into 
money. 

Getting back to the original idea 
of interesting you in stamps I 
want to make a proposition to you:

For all we 
can see to the contrary Mr. Har- 
mon may yet be king in his own 
name of a kingdom three miles 
long and half a mile wide!

Mr. Lamson writes an interest- 
ing bit about plate breaks with 
reference to their scarcity. Set up 
errors such as the Athol and the 
Sacramento no _ period varieties 
occuring in the coils would appear 
once on each of the four stereo- 
types or once in every 30 stamps. 
Whereas a plate break as a rule 
occurs only once in every 120 
stamps or 4th as plentiful as a 
setup error. However the setup 
errors carry the popularity as well 
as the demand.

I want to congratulate you on 
your “Mattachvsets Bay Colony” 
seal and the letter accompanying it. 
There have been no collectors that 
we know of who have had inter- 
est enough to get this information 
in this form or to search for any 
explanation of the motto on the 
scroll. 

Most, seemingly all, have calmly 
remarked that the historic device 
“looked like H ”” or some other 
equally pertinent phrase, and with 
a wallop at the engraver, a second 
swipe at the committee and a third 
including any and all concerned in 
the production, they have dismissed 
the whole thing as a bit of “bo- 
loney” (Al. Smith’s style) 

Seemingly the facts of history, 
its adaptability to the tercentenary 
of this area, and a few minor mat- 
ters mean nothing in such criti- 
cisms. 

I suppose a few of the purists 
would have liked the committee 
to edit the design by puting the 
rim words into good English, cut- 
ting out the scroll, clothing the 
Indian, shearing the feather on the 
arrow, and all that. 

No one would have had the te- 
merity to criticize the stamp if 
these things had been committed to 
the “artistic” tastes of our self ap- 
pointed critics, because it would 
then have been a “Thing of beauty

A new firm of major importance 
has just sent out its announcement 
cards.
